history— 

October 2007 

Angry residents and councillors 
confront health chiefs over savage 
cuts to doctors’ budgets at a public 
meeting. Carole Taylor-Brown, 
chief executive of the Suffolk 
Primary Care Trust, and three other 
officials are put on the spot at a 
meeting of Haverhill Town Council. 

The meeting rejects assurances 
that the cuts were justified and 
points out that the town was 
previously awarded extra funding 
because of high levels of 
deprivation in some areas. 

Under a new national formula 
almost £300,000 was to be 
trimmed from the budgets of the 
three doctors’ practices in the town 
over the next five years. 

November 2007 

MP Richard Spring presents a 
10,000-Signature petition to the 
House of Commons in a bid to 
force Suffolk PCT to reconsider the 
reduction in funding to Haverhill GP 
practices. 

Suffolk PCT was proposing to 
change the current contracts, 
which would result in a reduction 
of £280,000 in funding to Haverhill 
GP practices. 

Ann Sisson, practice manager at 
Christmas Makings surgery, says it 
is inevitable that two doctors as 
well as nursing staff would be lost 
if the cuts went ahead. 

Mrs Sisson says: “Haverhill has 
come out worse than any other 
town in Suffolk and nobody can tell 
us why. It is inevitable that we will 
lose doctors and that our patients 
will suffer. This is worrying us to 
death. We have looked and looked 
at our figures and we cannot see 
any way around this. We need the 
money now and we will need it 
even more in five years.” 

October 2009 

The Crown Health Centre opens in 
a temporary building in the 
Withersfield Road car park, despite 
objections from the town about the 
earlier cuts to GP practices and 
views that the money could be 
better spent enhancing existing 
facilities. 

January 2011 

The Crown Health Centre is joint 
first in national patient satisfaction 
survey. 

Practice manager Naomi Cooper 
says: “We are absolutely delighted 
at being ranked by our patients as 
joint ‘number one’ surgery, not 
only for the region, but nationally. 

“It is an accolade we are proud 
of and reflects the dedication and 
hard work of the team here.” 

December 2011 

NHS Suffolk announces plans to 
close the Crown Health Centre in 
October 2012 because it is too 
expensive to run and has failed in 
its aim of reducing A&E attendance 
from Haverhill. 

January 2012 

Harmon! announces reductions to 
the Suffolk out-of-hours doctors 
service, including closing the base 
at Newmarket and no longer 
manning the Haverhill base on 
weekday evenings. 

May 2012 

Angry residents slam health chiefs 
for failing to provide promised x- 
ray and others services at Crown 
Health Centre, then closing it 
despite it attracting more than 
22,000 visits in two years. 


Time to 
take a stan 




HEALTH provision in 
Haverhill has been a 
contentious issue for 
decades, but never more 
so than at present. 

Angry residents have told 
health chiefs in no uncertain 
terms that they did not feel 
provision for the town was 
adequate now, even before the 
loss of the Crown Health 
Centre, which is due to close 
in October. 

This week the Weekly News 
is launching a campaign to 
press for better health 
provision for the town, 
including the x-ray and other 
clinical services it was 
promised before the Crown 
centre opened.

M Haverhill is a growing town 
that is going places, and 
needs health services to 
match. I’m all in favour of 
getting the best possible 
value for money out of what’s spent in 
the town, but the Crown centre was 
built in recognition of the fact Haverhill 
didn’t have enough health services - 
and that was when it was smaller than 
it is even now.

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statement 


THE town council takes exception to the way in which ‘our’ primary care trust, NHS 
Suffolk, has arrived at its decision to close the Crown Health Centre, and to the 
absence of a detailed plan to accommodate the needs of former Crown patients after 
October 2012. 

This is not to say that we consider the Crown Health Centre to be indispensable. 
The town council accepts that the Darzi Centre may not be the most efficient way of 
delivering health care and understands their desire to consider more cost-effective 
routes. It is, however, completely unacceptable that they have not yet considered how 
GPs will be resourced to accommodate the 900 registered patients of the Crown, and 
the 22,000 unregistered attendances it currently deals with annually. With many 
patients waiting two weeks for a GP appointment now, and with no target for waiting 
times, it is hard to believe that there is any coherent plan that will enable them to 
receive timely diagnosis and treatment. NHS Suffolk has spent years cultivating a 
culture that relies on the walk-in facility at the Crown, and now expects that people will 
simply change their habits overnight. The people of Haverhill expect and deserve to 
know NOW exactly how their health needs will be met after the closure. 

We also demand to know what the PCT is doing about: 

■ the promise of x-ray and other diagnostic equipment, made when the Crown was 
opened; 

■ the health needs of the increasing population of Haverhill, expected to rise to some 
35,000 over the next 20 years; 

■ the out-of-hours service, which has been reduced and already refers many patients 
to the Crown and to A&E, so is not well-placed to help after the closure. 

It is an insult to the people of Haverhill that they have arrived at their decision 
without even having the courtesy at least to respond to these and other issues. 
Haverhill appears to be at best ignored, and at worst actively derided by the PCT. They 
have even tried to justify the decision in part based on one anecdotal and 
unsubstantiated example of someone attending A&E with a cut finger! This is 
deplorable slur on the people of Haverhill and warrants a public apology. 

Haverhill may be a long way from Ipswich where the PCT’s decisions are made - 
in private! However, this does not mean that we are not entitled to a voice; nor does it 
mean we are any less of a priority than other parts of Suffolk. Matthew Hancock MP 
recently confirmed that NHS Suffolk has received an additional £24m this year. So 
it’s not a lack of money that is behind the decision. Haverhill is being targeted for 
service reductions while other areas seem to be getting additional support. We insist 
that we get a demonstrable fair share, and if this is alongside the closure of the 
Crown, we demand the equivalent investment in the GP and out-of-hours services. 

The PCT still has an opportunity to reassure us. The town council considers that 
the closure does not have to happen immediately. The borough council has confirmed 
that the lease and planning permission could be extended, and this would allow time 
for meaningful public consultation and a proper plan that provides effective primary 
care to the people of Haverhill. 

To enable a full and accountable discussion of these issues, the town council invites 
the PCT board to meet in public in Haverhill. We consider that the board was misled 
and under-informed by the report on which it based the closure decision, and we 
believe that if board members are fully appraised of the reality of healthcare in Haverhill, 
they will accept that the plans are inadequate. We have a vision - not for the indefinite 
retention of the Crown, but for a facility that properly serves the town and its future 
expansion, and we look forward to sharing it with the board.

TRIBUTES have been 
flooding in for a teenager 
who bravely battled cancer 
for half of his life until his 
death aged just 16 . 

Joshua Tarrant was diagnosed 
with rare and highly malignant 
brain tumours in August 2004, but 
constantly defied the expectation 
of his doctors. 

Despite receiving radiotherapy, 
chemotherapy and various drugs, 
Joshua remained cheerful and 
determined to lead as normal a life 
as possible. 

Although at first his parents 
were told his outlook was 
extremely poor, there was some 
small shrinkage in his tumour and 
in 2008 the cancer was no longer 
progressive. 

Things changed for the worse in 
2011, when Joshua and his family 
received the devastating news he 
had new tumours in his brain 
spine. 

Joshua spent many happy hours 
in his bedroom at the family home 
in Lowry Close, Haverhill, that was 
his haven. When his condition 
worsened he spent the last weeks 
of his life in the East Anglican 
Children's Hospice (EACH) at 
Milton and died there on April 29, 
with parents Sean and Denise at 
his side. 

Joshua was a pupil at Castle 
Manor School in Haverhill. 
Hundreds of messages from pupils 
and teachers poured onto his 
Eacebook page within hours of the 
school announcing his death, 
with nearly every message 
highlighting Joshua’s infectious 
smile and bravery. 

His funeral service is due to be 
held at St Mary's Church, 
Haverhill, at 2pm tomorrow. 

His parents said they took great 
comfort from the Eacebook 
messages and thanked his many 
friends for lifting them during this 
sad time. 

They said: “Joshua lived life to 
the full when he was well enough 
to do so he had an incredible 
sense of humour, with the ability 


to make people laugh whenever 
they met him. In 2009 he enjoyed a 
whole month on holiday in Spain 
in 2010 he spent a week sailing 
round the Isle of Wight with Ellen 
MacArthur and her foundation, 
and in October 2011 a week at the 
Euro Disney resort.

Jobs fears for card shop staff 


EEARS of job losses are 
growing after one of the 
region’s high street shop 
chains announced 
trading in its shares had 
been suspended. 

Cards and gifts 
retailer Clinton Cards, 
which has nine shops in 
the region including one 
in Haverhill, is expected 
to go into 

administration after its 
biggest supplier called 
in millions of pounds in 
bank loans. 

Clinton has 628 stores 
in the UK. It has two in 
Cambridge, in the city’s 
Grafton and Grand 
Arcade shopping cen¬ 


tres, as well as in Ely, 
Huntingdon, St Neots, St 
Ives, Newmarket and 
Saffron Walden. 

The share suspension 
comes after Clinton’s 
banks - Barclays and 
Royal Bank of Scotland - 
sold the company’s 
£35m of loans to its 
biggest supplier, Amer¬ 
ican Greetings. 

But where the banks 
waived certain loan 
conditions, American 
Greetings has said it will 
push the company into 
administration today. 

Clintons is the UK’s 
biggest card retailer and 
employs more than 


8,000 staff. It is not 
known how many 
people work in its shops 
in the East of England. 

It is understood that 
administrators would 
continue to run the 
stores as normal while 
seeking a buyer for the 
business, but large 
number of stores could 
be closed. 

The news is another 
blow to the High Street 
after recent high-profile 
casualties, including 
video games retailer 
Game Group, fashion 
chain Peacocks and 
outdoor specialist 
Blacks Leisure. 


Clintons has suffered 
dire trading in recent 
months and has come 
up against tough com¬ 
petition from super¬ 
markets and online 
retailers such as Eunky 
Pigeon and Moonpig. 

It recorded a pre-tax 
loss of £3.7m in the 26 
weeks to January 29, 
compared with a profit 
of £11.7m in the 
previous year, and 
warned that the second 
half of the year would be 
below expectations. 

Its shares have lost 
more than 80 per cent of 
their value since the 
start of 2010.

L ooking at a 
photo of India 
Runham Clark 
and her mum Heidi 
on holiday, the 
happy faces 
beaming back are 
more like those of 
sisters than mother 
and daughter. “We 
were close and used 
to mess around,” 
smiles India. “We 
had a good 
relationship.” 

The treasured family 
photo is one of many 
proudly displayed in the 
living room of India’s 
grandparents’ home in 
Sawston; some 
capturing a funny 
moment, others 
documenting landmark 
events. 

But on July 21 last 
year, the family’s life was 
torn apart when their 
beloved Heidi 
committed suicide, aged 
38. 

‘T felt complete 
dishelief,” says Heidi’s 
sonTarren, 21. “It’s taken 
a while for it to settle in.” 

Described by her 
mum Wendy Ackroyd as 
“full of fun”, Heidi 
worked as a teaching 
assistant for children 


with learning difficulties 
at William Westley CofE 
Primary School in 
Whittlesford. She was 
married to India and 
Tarren’s stepdad 
Matthew, and was a 
devoted Take That fan. 
“She loved Take That,” 
says India. “One of my 
memories of her is when 
she came home from 
seeing them at Wembley 
and she was just running 
around.” 

Heidi’s death came as 
a terrible shock to her 
family, particularly as 
they weren’t aware she 
had been struggling in 
any way. In fact, the Take 
That concert, which she 
attended with her sister 
Zoe and enjoyed so 
much, was just a few 
days before she died; she 
was due to go on a 
family holiday to Wales 
the following weekend, 
and had visited Wendy 
the day before she died. 

“I remember her 
screaming in excitement 
down the phone T’m 
going to see Take That!”’ 
says Wendy, 58. “I didn’t 
notice anything. I’ve 
looked in her diary and 
she’d got the whole year 
planned out. If someone 
had said to me ‘this is 
what Heidi’s going to do’ 

I would have said ‘she’d 
never do something like 


India’s world fell apart when her lively, fun-

that to us’. She just 
wasn’t that sort of 
person. She was loud 
and bubbly and she was 
always flitting in and out 
of here; she only lived a 
couple of minutes down 
the road.” 

The family believe 
that, although on the 
outside Heidi was the 
person they all knew and 
loved, inside she wasn’t 
herself. 

“I think she was in a 
bad place at that 
particular time,” says 
Wendy “I wish she had 
been able to reach out to 
us for help, but did she 
know what was going 
on? I think it’s just 
something she did. It 
came out that she took 
her own life, but I know 
if she’d been in the right 
frame of mind she 
wouldn’t have even 
considered doing that. I 
think if she had thought 
to herself‘I’ve had 
enough of my life. I’m 


going to take it’ she 
would have either 
written a letter or she 
would have texted 
someone saying sorry” 

“She must be happier 
now,” adds Tarren. 

It’s just nine months 
since Heidi’s death, and 
the family are still 
finding it desperately 
hard to come to terms 
with. But 16-year-old 
India wanted to organise 
an event in memory of 
her mum and, next 
Friday, May 18, will be 
holding a charity ball at 
Chilford Hall, in Linton, 
called Heidi’s Secret Ball. 

“It was actually 
Tarren’s idea but I’m 
organising it,” says the 
Sawston Village College 
student. “It was on 
mum’s birthday, on 
March 27, that we 
decided to do it so, we 
went to Chilford Hall 
and booked the venue 
that day.” 

As Heidi loved

masquerade-themed 
parties, the brother and 
sister have decided to 
throw a masked ball to 
not only remember their 
mum, but also to raise 
funds for Cruse 
Bereavement Care, the 
charity which provides 
support to people who 
have lost someone close 
to them. 

“The last thing that me 
and mum went to 
together was a 
masquerade ball at 
Chilford Hall,” says 
Tarren. “Brandon Block 
was headlining and we 
got suited and booted 
and wore masks.” India 
plans to wear the mask 
her mum wore to the ball 
that night, and thinks her 
mum would have been 
proud of what she is 
doing. 

“She loved being the 
centre of attention so this 
would have made her 
happy,” she says. “We’re 
having a live band first 
and then we’re having 
funky house music 
because that’s what mum 
liked the most.” 

All the family are 
dealing with Heidi’s 
death in different ways, 
but they all agree that the 
support they have had 
from friends and family 
has been a huge and is 
helping them through 
the heartache. “We’re a 
family and we all stick 
together,” says Wendy. “If 
something’s wrong with 
one of us, you just drop 
everything and go and 
help. It was sunny for two 
weeks after she (Heidi) 


went and the garden was 
always full of people.” 

India, who now lives 
with Wendy and her 
granddad, Andrew, 
admits she prefers to 
grieve privately, while 
Wendy has found 
comfort through talking 
to a counsellor, organised 
by Cruse Bereavement 
Care. 

“It’s good to talk to 
someone who’s not 
connected to the family,” 
says Wendy. “I’m the sort 
who likes to keep things 
to myself and cope, but 
seeing him does bring it 
out a bit more.” 

Just a couple of days 
after Heidi’s death, Tarren 
had a tattoo on his arm in 
memory of his mum. The 
design includes part of a 
reading which he gave at 
her funeral, where 400 
people turned out to pay 
their respects. “For me 
this (the tattoo) was a 
way to cope, it was a way 
of giving something back. 
1 needed to do 
something. I’ve still got to 
get it finished, but it’s all 
to do with mum.” 

Losing her mum, India 
says, has brought her 
closer to her brother, but 
the bubbly teenager says 
she’s not ready to know 
why or how her mum 
took her life. 

“1 don’t think I’m old 
enough to know now,” 
she admits. “I’d rather 
wait until I’m older when 
1 can handle it. 1 will want 
to know, but not yet.” 

India urges anyone 
feeling how her mum did 
to “think about their 


families” and, by helping 
each other through these 
tough times, the family 
continues to take each 
day as it comes. 

“My counsellor has 
asked me if 1 have felt 
angry at Heidi and 1 
haven’t,” says Wendy. 
“He’s told me to look to 
the future and 1 know 
Heidi’s not going to be 
there, but 1 know 1 can’t 
keep going around 
feeling sullen and 
unhappy. 

“You do put a front on 
and there have been days 
when 1 could have quite 
easily crawled into a hole, 
but at the end of the day 
you’ve still got to get up 
and do the same things 
and go to work. 

“If someone had said 
to me ‘this is what your 
daughter is going to do’ 1 
wouldn’t have believed it. 
Heidi was just so full of 
life and she’s left a big, 
big hole in all our lives.”

Traktor boy here to stay 


He was last year’s urban music break-out star and, after a string of top five 
singles, Wretch 32’s success continues as he begins his biggest UK tour to 
date. Louise Martin catches up with the fast-rising rapper about how growing 
up on a tough London estate has shaped his music. 


T hey say first impressions 

count and Wretch 32 certainly 
made his when his debut 
single Traktor steered its way 
straight in to the top five last year. 

The London-born rapper sealed the deal 
when follow-up traek Don’t Go stormed to 
number one, just days before his debut album 
Black and White entered the eharts at a very 
eomfortable number four. 

Wreteh 32 (his real name is Jermaine Seott 
but as a ehild he was “very naughty” and his 
Jamaiean parents used to eall him a little 
wreteh. The name stuek and 3-2 are his lueky 
numbers) beeame interested in musie from a 
young age as his dad was a DJ. “I was 
faseinated with anything he was doing,” 
remembers the 27-year-old. 

“Of eourse, as a young boy you admire 
your dad but he was mad into musie and had 
loads of reeords. I knew that musie was 
something I wanted to be involved with.” 

He may have entered the mainstream last 
year after an appearanee on the BBC’s Sound 
of 2011 poll, but the rapper had been 


plugging away for nearly a deeade previous 
selling mix tapes in Tottenham, where he 
grew up. 

“In the early stages you’ve got to build up 
your buzz in your home and then it will 
spread out,” he explains. “I wasn’t really great 
at 18,1 was OK. No, aetually,” he laughs, 

“I’m going to be honest, I was rubbish! When 
I first started out I was rubbish. I was trying 
to find myself and it took me a while to really 
figure out what role I was going to have in 
musie.” 

But, he adds: “Growing up in a harsh part 
of London has helped me beeause I’ve seen 
different walks of life,” he admits. 

“I’ve seen the walk of life where you very 
mueh feel like you’re a lost eause and you feel 
like there’s not mueh you ean do in life.

More plants by the layer

I T’S cuttings season, when 
gardeners nationwide take 
cuttings from their plants to 
increase stocks of their 
favourites, but not all plants root 
well from cuttings. 

Some plants, including acer, 
forsythia, daphne, viburnum, 
rhododendron, azalea and camellia may 
do better through layering, a technique 
in which layers of healthy stems remain 
attached to the parent until roots have 
formed. 

Layers occur naturally in the garden 
when low-growing plants are heavily 
mulched, thus partially burying some of 
the branches. 

Plants including ivy, campsis and 
Hydrangea anomala subsp. petiolaris 
naturally self-layer, with shoots 
touching the ground rooting and 
forming new plants, but in most cases 
the gardener has to provide some input 
into layering chosen species 
successfully. 


Spring is the best time for layering, 
although it can be done at any time of 
year apart from winter. 

Choose a flexible young shoot of 
your chosen plant which can be bent 
down to ground level, preparing the soil 
where it is going to touch by digging in 
well-rotted organic matter, such as 
compost mixed with sharp sand. Strip 
the leaves from the area of stem to be 
layered. 

Make a long, sloping cut towards the 
shoot tip, cutting only about a third of 


the way through the stem at a suitable 
point in the underside of the branch, 
then wedge the cut open with a 
matchstick and dust it with rooting 
hormone. 

Make a shallow depression in the soil 
just below the shoot, then bury that 
section of the stem into the prepared soil 
5-7.5cm (2-3in) deep and peg it firmly 
in place with two strong wire hoops, one 
each side of the cut, then secure the 
growing tip to an upright cane and cover 
it with compost. 


As the layering is done at the base of 
the shrub, the greatest danger to rooting 
layers is lack of water, so give it a 
thorough watering and, if necessary, 
work some water-retaining material into 
the soil. 

Leave it for at least a year until new 
strong growth is visible and the plant 
resists when tugged, which shows that it 
is well rooted. 

Most layers should have rooted by the 
following autumn, when they can be 
severed from the parent plant and grown 
on in pots or a nursery bed until large 
enough to plant in their final positions. 

Stocks of climbers, such as 
honeysuckles and clematis, can be 
increased by serpentine layering, which 
is similar to simple layering, but 
multiple layers are made from one stem. 
It’s ideal for using with climbers with 
long, supple stems. 

Lay the trailing shoot along the 
ground, stripping the leaves and 
sideshoots from every second or third 
leaf cluster, then wound the stem close 
to the points where the leaves have been 
stripped and apply rooting hormone 
before pegging these sections down in 
shallow trenches in well-prepared soil. 
Thin-stemmed climbers need not be 
wounded. 

Leave the intermediate leaf clusters 
above the ground so that the stem 
snakes in and out of the ground. In time, 
the pegged down sections should root 
and produce shoots. When growing 
strongly the new plants can be severed 


and grown on independently. This 
method can also be used for houseplants 
which are hard to root, such as ficus. 

A third method is air layering, which 
is ideal for plants which often lack low- 
growing shoots suitable for conventional 
layering, such as magnolia, hazel, 
cotinus and flowering cornus species. 

Instead of taking the stem down to 
the ground, choose a healthy upright 
stem and trim off the side shoots and 
leaves from a 30cm (1ft) section, 
making an upward-slanting cut below 
the leaf joint, but not cutting more than 
half way through the stem. 

Brush the wound with rooting 
hormone compound and wedge a 
matchstick into the cut, then tape a 
sleeve of polythene around the bottom 
of the cut, plugging the sleeve with 
sphagnum moss for the roots to grow 
into and then seal the top. Keep the 
moss moist. 

Leave the wrapping in place for up to 
a year, opening and checking it 
occasionally for signs of rooting. When 
strong new roots are visible through the 
moss, remove the plastic sleeve and cut 
through the stem just below the rooted 
section, which can then be potted up 
into compost, but don’t remove the 
moss from the roots. Water, label and 
grow on until large enough to plant 
outside. 

In little more than a year, you could 
have doubled the collection of your 
favourite plants.

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Whiplash saga costs 
insurers £2hn a year 


Stunning 2+2 Coupe scoops acclaim before 
launch, with prices due to start from £24,995 


WHIPLASH injury 
claims cost insurers 
more than £2 billion 
last year - adding 
around £90 to the cost 
of a typical car 
insurance policy, the 
AA has revealed. 

The motoring organi¬ 
sation said reform of the 
injury claim system “cannot 
come soon enough”. 

The comments came as 
ministers hosted a motor 
insurance summit in 
London, with the Govern¬ 
ment expected to outline 
measures to “weed out” 
false claims. 

The measures could 
include proposals to tackle 
“questionahle” medical 
evidence and encourage 
insurance companies to 
challenge dubious claims. 

The AA said that, over the 
past two years, claims for 
whiplash injury contributed 
to the biggest car insurance 


premium increases ever. In 
that time, the average shop- 
around quote for a compre¬ 
hensive policy rose by 
nearly 50 per cent, the AA 
added. 

Simon Douglas, director 
of AA Insurance, said: “1 
hope the Government an¬ 
nouncement will see a tight 
timescale applied to reform 
of the civil litigation which 
at present encourages peo¬ 
ple to make a claim regard¬ 
less of how serious their 
injury is or even if they have 
not suffered injury at all. 

“The present dysfunc¬ 
tional system has also 
spawned a fraudulent 
multi-million-pound ‘cash 
for crash’ industry.” 

Justice Secretary Kenneth 
Glarke said the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans will aim to 
tackle questionable medical 
evidence and make it 
“quicker, cheaper and easier 
for valid injury claims to be 
dealt with through the small 
claims court”. 


Proposals, to be outlined 
in a consultation document 
this summer, will include 
the feasibility of introducing 
independent medical 
experts with no direct links 
to either claimants or 
defendants, to replace the 
current assessment of 
whiplash injuries by either 
GPs or doctors. 

Doctors can currently 
receive a fee of up to £195 to 
process these claims and 
some have a regular client 
base of solicitors. 

Other proposals include 
raising the limit for personal 
injury cases in the small 
claims court from £1,000 to 
£5,000.
